LONDON, Aug. 5.—The Ger- 
mans made an attack early today 
along the Ypres-Comines canal 
and gained a footing in Hollebeke, 
only to be thrown out immediately 
by a British counter attack, says 
the official statement from Brit- 
ish headquarters in France issued 
tonight. At other points assaults 
by the Germans failed. The state- 
ment follows: 

“After shelling heavily our 
positions sonth and north of the 
Ypres-Comines canal the enemy 
launched an attack this morning 
on both sides of the canal and suc- 
ceeded momentarily in gaining a 
footing. His troops were ejected 
at once, We captured several 
prisoners, Elsewhere enemy at- 
tacks failed. 

‘*A hostile party was repulsed 
last night south of Queant (south- 
east of Arras.) 

‘*A German raiding party was 
repulsed last, night south of “Ar- 
leux-En-Gohelle. Our troops car- 
ried out a successful raid east of 
Vermelles. Early this morning a 
hostile attack upon a post held by 
Portuguese troops was driven off 
with loss to the enemy.’’ 

Occupy New Ground 

PARIS, Aug. 4.—The official com

The French line was preserved 
intact, the Germans being ejected from 
the single trench element which they 
had succeeded in entering, the war 
office reports. The artillery activity 
in Belgium is deseribed as intermit- 
tent, It was somewhat more violent 
at points in the Verdun region.

Replies To Delegation From The 


Toronto Win-The-War 
Convention. 


Ottawa, Aug. 4.—Replying to the 
delegation from the win-the-war con- 
vention which taday presented to the 
prime, minister the resolutions passed 
at the Toronto gathering, Sir Robert 
Borden expressed the hope that a 
union government would soon be 
formed. Ho expressed the hope that 
the government would be “based upon 
4% union of all persons, irrespective of 
party, race or creed,” and that it 
would include all the leading elements 
of the Dominion, including the labor- 
ing and agricultural interests. 

The Premier's Statement 

Sir Robert said: “It is with the 
greatest satisfaction that I have listen- 
ed to the resolutions you have just 
presented and I congratulate you upon 
the labors of thé convention which has 
recently assembled in ‘Toronto, Can- 
ada could not have reached the 
achievement of the past three years 
| if the heart of her people had not been 
profoundly stirred. You happen to 
present the resolutions on the anni- 
versary of the day on which this 
world-wide conflict began three years 
ayo. Then there were none who im- 
agined that it wpuld last one half the 
time that it has. Ag the conflict pro- 
ceeded it became more and more evi- 
dent that the full strength and power 
of our imperial commonwealth, 
throughout all its constituent nations, 
must be thrown into the balance if 
victory was to be assured. It became 
evident also that minor issues and 
party differences must be laid aside 
in order that ovr supreme cffort might 
be gathered and exerted. 

Premier's Responsibilities 

“The responsibilities entailed upon 
the leader of a country such as ours 
and\ under the conditions which have 
prevailed during the past three years 
are extremely onerous, more so than

not striven to fulfill them. But, how- 
ever severe and overpowering, they 
must be fulfilled to the limit of 
strength and capacity.

Needs of the Hour 

“But no state can endure, no nation 
can survive unleas its people are pre- 
pared to fight for their existence when 
the need does arise and in my judg- 
ment it has never been more manifest 
in the world’s history than at this 
moment, 

“It has become more and more ap- 
parent during recent months that 
party differences mugt be sunk and all 
forces united in the effort to win this 
war.’ 

“My endeavors for that end during 
recent weeks have not been wholly 
made public but those who have an 
intimate knowledge of public affairs 
during that period are aware that no 
effort on my part has been wanting. 
It is appropriate on this occasion to 
make my fellow countrymen fully ac- 
quainted with my desire and intention. 
I hope that in the near future 4 gov- 
ernment may be formed based upon 
a union of all persons, irrespective of 
party, race or creed, who believe that 
the struggle which we now wage is for | 
the cause of liberty and justice, who | 
realize that it involves the destiny of 
our dominion, of this empire and even | 
of the world and who, putting aside 
all differences of minor significance, 
are prepared to join in a united and 
determined effort to throw into the 
confilect the full power and strength 
of this dominion. Only by very real 
and very specific deeds can we win the! 
war. Mere profession is hollow and 
futile. It is my desire, therofore, that 
not only shall both political parties 
be fully and fairly represented in the 
government, but that it shall also in- 
clude svecial representatives of the 
great agricultural interests and of 


labor, 
No Efforts Wanting 

“You have my pledge ‘hat no future 
efforts shall be wanting to consum- 
mate this great purpose. If it should | 
fail, the responsibility will not be upon 
me nor upon my colleagues who, with- 
out exception, have given me the 
assurance that in thie endeavor I have 
their full support and their complete 
approval, 

“The presence of the ladies at the 
convention and upon this delegation 
is another evidence of the splendid 
part which the women of Canada have 
taken in the national activity during 
the war and I welcome them most 
cordially. 

“You have referred to the possi- 
bility of avolding a general election. 
That can only be accomplished by a 
practically unanimous support of such 
a resolution In our parliament, other- 
wise the controversy as to auch ex- 
tension would be carried into the Brit- 
{sh parifament with embarrassment 
to them and to discredit to ourselves, 
I realize the extreme undesirability of 
an election during the war and I have 
done my utmost to avold ft. The re- 
sponsibility must be on the shoulders 
of those who opposed the extension. 


Campaign of Education 

“A general election gives an oppor- 
tunity for a campaign of education 
which may bring about a fuller reali- 
zation of the realities of this war. Far 
removed from the scene of conflict, it 
{s dificult for us to comprehend its 
character, its magnitude or the desola- 
tion which it has brought to some of 
the fairest portions of Europe. I hope 
that the campaign will be character- 
ized by absence of passion and by 
moderation ot statement. I hope, and 
more than that, 1 believe, the result 
will demonstrate the essential unity 
of our people and their strong and 
stern resolve that Canada shall rot 
falter in her appointed task.” 

Delegation Satisfied

CHALLENGE TO 


Victory Must Be Complete Says 
Lloyd George At War Anni- 
versary Meeting. 


London, Aug. 4.—David Lloyd 
George, British premier, in the pres- 
ence of a distinguished gathering re- 
presentative of alt parties which met 
this afternoon in Queen’a hall to mark 
the third anniveraay of the declar- 
ation of war, reiterated the aims for 
which the entente allies were fighting 
and indicated the only conditions un- 
der which they would consent to a 
suspension of hostilities with the cen- 
tral powers. 

The meeting was under the auepices 
of the national war alms committee 
and was probably the greatest patrio- 
tic demonstration of the year. The 
expectation had been that the pre- 
mier’s speech would be a most im- 
portant one, 

The Marquis of Crewe, leader of the 
Liberal party in the house of lords 
was chosen to preside. He was sup- 
ported by the Archibishop of Canter- 
bury, 20 members of the government 
and one huncred members of pariia- 
ment. Baron Sonnino, the Italian 
foreign minister, and Nickola 
Pachitch, the Serbian premier, were 
invited guests 

A Nation Undivided 

In the course of his speech, Premier 
Lioyd George said: 

“Victory must be so complete that 
our national liberty never again wi!) 
be challenged. 

“Russia learned that an army with- 
out discipline is a rabble. 

“There are some here who want to 
set up a committee for the British army 
and direct the conduct of the war. 
We cannot allow a sectional organiza- 
tion to direct the war or dictate the 
terms of peace. The nation asa 
whole made war and the nation as 
a whole must make peace.” 

The British prime minister #aid he 
did not trust the German peace talk. 
“Nelther the kaiser nor the chancel- 
lor,” he declared, “has yet said he 


| would be satisfied with German.soil. 


They talk glibly about peace but stam- 
mer over the word restoration. Before 
we have a peace conference they must 
learn to use the word restoration, So 
far they have not learned even the 
first letter of the alphabet. 


War No Worse Than Peace Now 

“War is a ghastly business but it is 
not as bad as their peace, While 
they know thelr plot has miscarricd 
this time the Prussian war lords have 
determined to succeed the next time. 
There must be no next time. This 
geneation must eliminate war from 
the tragedies of human life.” 

Continuing Mr. Lloyd George sald: 

“If we sow seeds of discontent and 
disunion in the nation we shall reap 
defeat. A nation which falters befo-ro 
it reaches its purpose will never be- 
come a great people. 

“No one in Great Britain, France, 
Italy and Russia or even in Germany 
and Austria has any idea how near we 
are today to the summit of our 
hope.”

FATHER OF CITY | 


WOMAN AWARDED 
VICFORIA CROSS 


Official Record Tells of Conspicu- 
ous Bravery of Pte. Pattison 
In Attack. 


Mrs. C. E. Lang, of this city, has 
just received official word that her 
father, Private J. G. Pattison, who en- 
listed with ‘a Calgary regiment, has 
been awarded the coveted Victoria 
Cross for ‘conspicuous bravery in at- 
tack.” The official report thus des- 
cribes the heroism of Private Pattison 
(808387); 

“When an advance of our troops 
was held up by machine gun fire, in- 
flioting several casualties, Pattison, 
with utter disregard for his own safety 
sprang forward, jumping from shell 
hole to shell hole, and reached cover 
within thirty yards of the cnemy gun. 
From this point, in the face of heavy 
fire, he hurled bombs, killing or 
wounding some of the crew, and thén 
rushed forward, overcoming ~ and 
bayonetting the surviving five gun- 
ners. His valor and initiative un- 
doubtedly saved the situation and 
made possible a further advance to 
our objective.” 

Pattison was born at Woolwich in 
1875. His parents now reside at 
New Cross, London. Hie wife and 
four children live on West avenue, 
Westmount, Calgary. Ho went to 
France in January last and was re- 
ported missing in June.

To the Bulletin:—What 
word anaesthesia mean, 
was chloroform invented?

Onaesthesia is a word first employ- 
éd by Dr. Oliver Wendell Holmes. In 
early times it was known that pres- 
sure on the carotid arteries on each 
side of the neck could bring about 
temporary unconsciousness and re- 
sultant anaesthesia. The gentle art of 
garroting grew out of this generalized 
knowledge. It was not until the early 
part of the Nineteenth Century that 
the discovery of the general anaesthe- 
tics, nitrous oxide, ether and chlor 
form was made, and still later the 
wonderful developments in the art of 
local anaesthesia by the use of ,co- 
The method 
of - inducing sthesta without loss 
of consciousness has some very ad- 
vantageous features in surgical proce- 
dure, and was first practiced by a New 
York physician, Dr, J. Leonard Corn- 
ing General anacsthesia is usually 
brought about by tho inhalation of 
some vapor. Nitrous oxide gas, 
chloroform, ether, ethyl chloride, etc., 
are the most frequently employed, 
especially the three former, Nitrous 
oxide was the first of this series to be 
suggested, It was made by Sir Hum- 
phrey Davy in 1800, but was not used 
in practice until about 1844, when Dr. 
H, Wells, an American dentist, 
ployed it in the extraction § of tceth. 
The anaesthetic properties 
were known for some years before and 
put to practical use. As to its first 
use there is much controversy. It

ROOT AND PARTY

Stable Government Will Be 
Evolved, gers Will Take

A Pacific Port, Aug. 4.—The Ameri- 
can mission to Russia, headed by 
Elihu Root, landed here late last 
night. No official statement on the 
work of the mission in Russia or on 
the report that the mission will make 
on its return to Washington could be 
obtained. Mr. Root, acting as spokes- 
man, declared that he had nothing to 
say beyond the fact that the party had 
been hospitatly received in every Rus- 
sian city that they visited. 

From the Russian revolution will be 
evolved a stable government, accord- 
ing to James Duncan, vice-president 
ef the American Federation of Labor, 
Its establishment is retarded, he de- 
clared, by the radical so-called re- 
formers, of the character of Industrial 
Workers.of the World, who have re- 
turned to Russia after having lived a 
while in America. The success of the 
revolution, Mr. Duncan attributed to 
the workmen of Russia, by whom the 
propaganda of freedom wus first car- 
ried to the peasant class at the time 
of the original duma in 1905. 


Charles Edward Russe® declared 
that the task of néWw Russia was 
greatly handicapped by German in- 


fluence and the ceaseless activity of 
the German propagandists, 

“Most of the trouble, however, has 
been caused by Russians naturalized 
as Americans, who have returned to 
Russia since the outbreak of the revo- 
lution”, he said, and added that Rus- 
sians from the United States spread 
the report throughout the country 
that America had entered the war

A Famous Wrestling Match. 


One of the hardest tussles in the career of Frank Gotch, cham- 
pion mat artist, wae the one in which he was matched against 
Dan McLeod at Vancouver, B.C., just thirteen years ago today, Aug. 
6, 1904. The Iowa “rube” had triumphed over Tom Jenkins, Jim 
Parr, Farmer Burns and others, and stood at the top of the heap 
in the wrestling game, There was just one weak point in his record 
that had not been wiped out by victory, and that was his defeat by 
Dan McLeod et Luverne, Ia., in 1899. It is true that when Frank 
first met McLeod he was a novice and was defeated only after the 
hardest kind of a struggle on the part of McLeod, The latter even 
said that Gotch had given him the hardest rub of his career and 
predicted that some day Frank would be a world-beater. It was 
a different Gotch who faced Dan in the arena on that August day 
in 1904. He was champion, supremely confident and trained to 
the minute. A big crowd had gathered at Vancouver and McLeod 

as the favorite, as he had been a miner at Nanaimo, in British 
‘Solumbia, before he took to the mat. Scores of his old friends 
of the mining days cheered Dan as he entered the arena and they 
backed him to the limit with their money. At that, they came 
mighty near winning, and Gotch had a narrow escape from losing 
his new crown. No more sensational mat battle was ever witnessed. 
The first encounter was hair raising from start to finish, McLeod 
sent the Iowa man down in a minute two, and repeated a little 
later, while the miners almost took the roof off with their cheers. 
Fighting like Roman gladiators who had their lives at stake, the 
men wrestled on for a little more than half an hour, when the 
champion found his shoulders pinned to the mat, and Dan arose to 
receive the plaudits of the crowd, And the crowd was not stingy 
with applause, either. Dan was an old-timer at the wrestling game 
and, compared with Gotch, an old man, Youth had to be served, 
and although the veteran worked with all his might and skill, and 
almost came near to pinning Gotch to the mat for the second time, 
the second bout ended in Gotch's favor, The third encounter was 
comparatively easy for Gotch, McLeod being worn out by his efforts, 
and the championship was safely in Gotch's hands,

Today in Pugilistic Annals, 


1866—Jem Mace defeated Joe Goss in 21 rounds at Purfleet, 
England. This bout was for the championship, then claimed by 
Mace, and was the third meeting between the pair, Their first battle 
in 1863, was a ferocious affair, and lasted fifty-five minutes before 
Jem put over the knockout. They did not meet again until carly in 
1866, and pulled off the worst hippodromo in ring history. Neither 
man would take the offensive, and they danced around the ring for 
about half an hour without striking a blow. At length they stood 
still and looked at each other, with hands down, and the referee 
had no alternative but to call it a draw, The third time they met 
both put up a real fight. Goss forced battle, but Mace dodged his 
wild slugging and wore him down. The plucky Goss refused to 
admit defeat until Jem landed two blows on his battered face thet 
stretched him out senseless,

| Physician's Prognosis Responsible for 
Hanovarian Dynasty in England. 
That George V. now sits on the 
throne of England is due in no small 
measure to the prognosis of an’ eigh- 
teenth century physician, Dr. Richard 
Mead, who was born in London 244, 
years ago today, August 11, 1673. 
When Queen Anne, last of the Stuarts, 
was seized with a fatal illness a little 
over two centuries ago, in 1714, Dr. 
Mead was called in consultation, After 
an examination of the stricken queen 
he found that she was near death's 
door, and the doctor so informed the 
leaders of the Whig party, with which 
he was affiliated. The Whigs favored | 
the Hanovarian succession, and im- 
mediately on learning that Anne was 
soon to succumb, began to plan for 
the realization of their dynastic am- 
bitions. The regular physiclans of the 
queen did not believe that she was so 
near to death, so when Anne breathed 
her Jast in 1€14 the supporters of 
Ann’e brother, James, were all unpre- 
pared, Anne's Tory ministry was in 
favor of placing James on the throne, 
but the Whigs, thanks to Dr, Mead, 
had already taken such action as to 
insure the succession of the Elector 
of Hanover, and in September George 
1 made his.triumphal entry into Eng- 
land. Dr, Mead was rewarded by be- 
ing made physician to the new royal 
family. Many English historians have 
attributed large importance to the 
physician's prognosis in bringing 
about the succession of the royal 
house which has ruled England for | 

two centuries, 

Dr. Mead was the most progressive, 
and the wealthiest of the physicians of 
the seventeenth and eighteenth cen- 
turles, and medical science owes him 
a great debt. Although he gave his 
services free to the poor, the clergy 
|and the Itierary workers, he charged 
| large fees when his patients were pos- 
sessed of means, and as he was recog- 
| nized as the foremost medical mii} 
| of his time, he had an average income | 
from his practice of $35,000, This was | 
considered a tremendous sum in those | 
days,—and many doctors of the pre- 
sent would not sneeze at such an in- 
come, nor, for that matter, would mil- | 
lions of men in other welks of life. 
He lived in lavish style, often calling 
on his patients in a coach and six, 
and at his town and country mansions 
he entertained the greatest celebrities 
of the day. 

The experiments conducted by Dr. 
Mead were many and varied. In his 
youth he believed that the yenom of 
serpents would prove useful for cer- 
tain diseases and he risked his life | 
many times in handling deadly snakes, | 
He was largely instrumental in pro- 
| moting innoculation for the smallpox, 

Dr. Mead fought several duels, but 
escaped uninjured and died at the 
ripe old ave of eighty, It is related 
that in a duel he fought with a Dr. | 
Woodward, the latter slinped and fell, 
and was at Mead’s mercy, ‘Take your | 
life,” said the magnanimous Mead, 
“Anything but vour physic,” was the | 
prompt response of his fallen oppon- 
ent. The rival physciians, who had | 
quarreled over a medical question, 
then shook hands and went away to- 
gether, firm friends again.
